NATION'S CABLE TV WIRING PENETRATION INCREASES - (MAYBE ILLEGALLY!) 


Just how much of the country has Cable TV seems to be open to speculation! 
There seems to be a big difference between what the cable companies report and_ what 
“ye rating firms show! For example, Broadcasting Magazine (the leading industry 
publication) recently did an in-depth study on Cable-TV. They surveyed every system 
-in the country and declared that according to reported connections, 27% of the 
country is wired. A new Nielsen "metered survey" sample shows Cable TV_ penetration 
at 37%! How come? Broadcasting Magazine (in their December 14th issue) puts forth 
two explanations. The reason for the difference could be explained by two factors. 


(1.) "Theft of Service" - Consumers using pay-TV but not paying for it -and- 


(2.) "System Underreporting" - Cable companies looking to trim payments to 
program suppliers since the number of subscribers determines the fee.

e BASH EDUCATIONAL SERVICES RE UESTS ST ADVERTISING 000s 


Dick Bash, KL7IHP (KL7 "I Help People") - one of ham radio's most controversial 
figures - has written the ARRL formally requesting that his company, Bash 


Educational Services, be allowed to advertise in their journal, QST. The 
controversy stems from the fact that Bash publishes the exact word-for-word 
questions and answers that _appear_in the various Amateur Radio Service examinations. 

In a letter to Dick Baldwin, (WIRU), ARRL General Manager, Bash said, "We do not 
now interview people at the FCC office as they leave the exam room and have not done 
so for about a year. I can assure you that if this matter was a point of objection 
‘that it is now mute." 


Actually, Bash gets the various questions and answers from amateurs that 
utilize a postage paid card (he calls it a "feedback sheet") appearing in the back 
of his book, "The Final Exam". He encourages amateurs to send him any amateur exam 
question that is not covered in the book for which he sends them back The Infamous 
007-1/2 Certificate "in recognition of the major intelligence coup you have 
accomplished." 


Bash has been denied the right to advertise in QST by Dick Baldwin, ARRL 


General Manager who also serves as Editor-in-Chief of QST. He said he had support: 
on this from the League Directors. Strangely, while Bash isn't permitted to 
advertise in QST, he is permitted to act as a dealer for ARRL publications and he 
ae ee at the many ham conventions he appears at as well by advertising them in 
is books. | 


Dick Bash_has specifically requested the League accept his full page multicolor 
ad for QST and a full page black/white advertisement in their Repeater Directory. 
Dick has been successfully (VERY successfully) holding licensing seminars around the 
country and he also wants to publicize this in QST. It will be interesting to see 
what the League's response is to the Bash request now that the ball is in their

This 
cured most of the ignition noise; however, 
some noise was still present that the noise 
blanker could not remove. Upon further 
inspection of the exhaust system, I found 
the shield around the catalytic converter 
to be unfrounded. Once the shield was 
grounded to the car body, the ignition 
noise was virtually eliminated.
